sumpter Twp. Board approves 
$32,225 switch to LED streetlights

Atits June 28 regular meeting, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees approved a 
2017 light conversion project through DTE 
Energy that will refit 95 street lights in the 
township with LED lighting. 

The estimated cost is $32,225 for Sumpter 
with a DTE contribution of $1,984. 

Annual savings are estimated at $7,739.18, 
with the payback in about 3.66 years. 

DTE Account Manager for Community 
Lighting Lance Alley said the price quoted 
is an estimate only. Final costs cannot be 
calculated until 2017 energy optimization 
rebates and material costs are finalized. 
After Sumpter approved the agreement 

and the payment is made, DTE will begin 
final design and construction scheduling. 

The township already has two LED lights 
at Graham Park, said Deputy Supervisor 
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Karen Armatis, who presented the proposal 
to the board. 

Attorney Rob Young said a savings of just 
short of $50,000 in ten years is expected. 

Armatis said the township’s request for a 
new street light at the dangerous Wilmot/ 
Kozma corner is not a part of this project. 
She said DTE is considering that new light 
and the township was informed it must 
wait four weeks for an estimate. She said 
they have been waiting only two weeks, so 
far. 

In other business at the June 28 meeting, 
the board: 

* Heard Clerk Clarence Hoffman report 
that residents of Sully Drive have requested 
another street light at its unlit entrance. 
Young said that probably would be a 
special assessment district if the sub truly 
wanted lights;

Van Buren school bus drivers get 
raises in newly ratified contract

It took two special meetings, but the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
finally ratified the one-year agreement 
between the district and the Van Buren 

Educational Support Team (VBEST). 
The union and administration came to 
a tentative agreement on June 27 to allow 
a $1.25 raise in starting pay for new bus 
drivers and $1 for all other bus drivers, and 
continuation of the current health insurance 
for VBEST members, with the agreement 
to pursue other options as they become 


available. 
The contract will be reopened for these 
negotiations prior to Sept. 30. 

It was important to get the one-year 
contract ratified by July 1, the beginning 
of the contract term, said School Board 
President Brent Mikulski, who set one 
special board meeting on June 30, and 
when that didn't work out, set another on 
the next day, July 1. 

At a4 p.m. meeting on June 30 members 
of the VBEST union voted for the contract 
with an “overwhelming majority,”

according to James Williams, director of 
buildings and grounds. 

At 7 p.m. that same day, President 
Mikulski called the special school board 
meeting to order with three other members 
present: Trustees Sherry Frazier, Kelly 
Owen, and Kathy Kovach. 

Absent were Trustee Allison Bennett, 
who was with her husband at the hospital 
where he was having tests; Secretary 
Kevin English, who was getting married 
on Saturday and was unavailable; and vice 
president Martha Toth, whose excused 
absence was not explained. 

Mikulski told Frazier she would have 
to abstain because her son is a member of 
VBEST and so the vote was 3 yes, 0 no, 
and 1 abstain. 

Trustee Kovach asked if the vote didn't 
have to be a majority of the seven-member 
board, which would be four affirmative 
votes, and Mikulski said, no, it could be a 
majority of those present. 

The meeting adjourned at 7:09 p.m. 
and as the Independent reporter left the 
meeting room with former board president 
David Peer, the only other member of 
the audience, Peer said he knew from 
experience that there needed to be four 
votes to pass the agreement. 

A short time later, the Independent was 
alerted by a phone call from president 
Mikulski that he had checked the by-laws 
in the school parking lot and four votes 
were needed to pass the agreement and 
there would be another meeting the next 
day at 6 p.m. 

Atthe July 1 meeting, Mikulski apologized 
to the board for the previous night's 
situation and said he appreciated that they 
were willing “to be together tonight.” 

The same three trustees were present 
from the night before (Frazier, Owen, 
Kovach), plus Bennett who had rushed to 
the meeting from the hospital. 

The new vote was 4 yes — О no - 1 abstain. 
The meeting adjourned at 6:05 p.m. 

Mikulski said contracts with the food 
service and secretarial unions are still left 
to settle. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak attended both 
meetings. The second meeting, on July 
1 marked his first day on the job as new 
superintendent of the Van Buren Public 
Schools. 

He said by getting the contract ratified on 
July 1, it saves the union members money 
because of health care payments and the 
law that says workers don't get retroactive 
pay for raises. 

At the June 30 meeting, Trustee Frazier 
said she was glad they have an agreement 
with VBEST and, *Glad we're able to 
increase pay for transportation workers." 

"So we can be competitive," Trustee 


Kovach added. 
In side discussions before the meeting, 
Supt. Kudlak was told about the 


transportation director that left to go to 
the Huron schools in New Boston and 
then when she went to work at RESA, her 
replacement transportation director at Van 
Buren, left here and also went to Huron. 

"We've got to keep our people," Supt. 
Kudlak stressed.

* Approved a medical leave of absence 
from the paid-per-call fire department 
for Michael McHenry, who said he was 
on medical leave from his main job until 
August; 

* Approved hiring Colleen Armatis as a 
fire fighter;

* Heard attorney Young say at the last 
meeting the board reviewed changes to 
the dangerous animal ordinance.

Fire Chief Dan Besson said they suspect 
a malfunction in an upstairs window unit 
air conditioner caused the fire that traveled 
up the outside wall and into the eaves 
eventually penetrating the roof prior to fire 
fighters arrival. 

A quick knockdown by arriving fire 
crews helped contain the fire to the upstairs 
back bedrooms, which were both gutted, 
saving the rest of the home. Firefighters 
were able to locate and recover a dog 
from the home reuniting the dog with the 
grateful homeowners. No injuries reported. 
The loss was estimated at $50,000. Chief 
Besson said his department does not have 
the capabilities to determine exact faults in 
appliances. 

Van Buren fire fighters also had a garage 
fire on July 3at 1:48 a.m. in the 42000 
block of Richmond. Firefighters arrived 
to find flames shoving from the garage. 
Firefighters worked quickly to extinguish 
the fire and keep it from extending into the 
rest of the home.

The cause of 
the fire was linked to fireworks, which had 
been used hours earlier that had smoldered 
in a plastic trash can before catching fire, 
Chief Besson said.

Road construction 
in Belleville causing 
massive headaches 


Wayne County’s work to resurface W. 
Columbia Ave./W. Huron River Drive from 
Five Points in Belleville to Elwell Road in 
Van Buren Township was applauded when 
it was announced because the roadway was 
so broken up. 

Work began the day after Strawberry 
Festival ended and was expected to be 
done before school started. BHS is on that 
stretch. Residents along the route recently 
got a letter from the county saying the 
work would be done by late September or 
early October. The county has found more 
problems below the surface it has milled 
and it’s going to take longer. 

There’s one-way traffic on the stretch now 
and lots of drivers going the wrong way. 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said that’s 
why police Chief Hal Berriman accepted the 
Van Buren Township police department’s 
offer to help. But, residents didn’t like VBT 
cruisers stopping drivers on city streets, 
often far beyond the construction and they 
complained to city hall. 

At Tuesday’s city council meeting, 
Kollmeyer said Chief Berriman, who 
wasn’t present, would be at the next council 
meeting with a full explanation. 

On Tuesday there also were complaints 
about county trucks going the wrong way in 
the one-way traffic lane which complicated 
things. 

It’s going to be a stressful summer in 
that part of town. Avoid it, if you can. Can 
hardly wait for school to start.

We are signed up at home for Xfinity at 
Comcast — at great expense, I might add. 
My family was without cable and internet 
for eight days starting last week and 
Comcast couldn’t do anything about it. 

It all started on June 27 when a suicidal 
squirrel knocked out our power to the house 
by blowing a fuse on a pole. That was fixed 
within hours by DTE. 

But the blown fuse affected our cable/ 
internet. That meant no cable TV so I 
couldn't watch the replays of the Van Buren 
Township meetings that I couldn't attend in 
person (because I was at other meetings). 
The antennae we strung up worked well 
enough for regular news and movies, etc., 
but not for meetings on cable. 

That also means I couldn't get my stories 
that come by internet to me from our readers 
over the week end and I had to come into 
the office to work on July 4. 

Good thing I resisted Comcast's efforts 
and kept my land line with AT&T or I 
would have had no phone at all for eight 
days. 

Every time I would call Comcast, a 
very nice lady would say how sorry she 
was and how we would get it fixed. And, 
she couldn't. The next call was another 
nice lady who couldn't fix it, either. On 
Saturday, a very nice young man came 
out and replaced all the lines to the house 
and inside the house, and when that didn't 
fix anything, he determined there was no 
power to the house and it needed a tap on 
the pole. He didn't have a “key.” We heard 
him on his phone ordering someone to 
come out and do the tap. That would take 
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another 48 hours. 

We were patient and when the 48 hours 
were up I called again and they said there 
was nothing on my account on the computer 
about any of my problems. Not the nice 
young man, not the tap, not the outage, for 
crying out loud. It was now going to take 
36 more hours. 

I called on Tuesday morning and, again, 
there is no record on my account of any of 
this. I hung up on the nice lady and told her 
I had to go to work, but FIX IT! 

Later in the morning, my son Bill called 
the office from home and said Comcast 
was there and wanted to replace all the 
cable in the house, even though the nice 
young man already replaced it all on 
Saturday. Whatever. Then the guys came 
to go up the pole. We are going to sever 
our contract with Xfinity at home and with 
Comcast at the office. It's horrible. It's 
been a nightmare for me. 

On Sunday I attended the Bugles Across 
America event at the Veterans Memorial 
on High Street in the City of Belleville.

Ross said they didn't 
tamp down the base when building the 
monument and so it's giving way. 


He said the latest report to the VFW 
is that the City of Belleville is having 
engineers look at it to give an estimate of 
how much it will take to fix it. I remember 
that discussion from a city meeting several 
months ago. 

The city also 
was waiting for an 
engineer's estimate on 
what it would take to 
fix the seawall that is 
crumbling at Doane's 
Landing. That park has 
been roped off with 
orange mesh all summer 


and people ask me about it all the time. 


In Sumpter Township another residence is 
getting permits as a place to grow medical 
marijuana under the township's ordinance. 
There is à new owner, big dogs, and a 
fence. DTE put in a new electrical line. 

Its happened in other places in the 
township and some aren't getting permits. 

Itmakes the neighbors nervous.I told those 
that call me that state voters approved the 
Medical Marijuana law and people get to 
grow a limited quantity for themselves and 
a few other patients. But it's hard to control 
what goes on in those houses. Sumpter 
Township is trying to make sure the places 
are safe with permitted electrical lines and 
permits from the building department. And, 
inspections.

I served for 
four years in the United States Navy during 
the Viet Nam War while holding a Top 
Secret Clearance. My first job after being 
honorably discharged from the Navy was 
with the Dial Financial Corporation where 
I served for two years as a Credit Manager 
and reached the level of Assistant Branch 
Manager.

To the Editor: 

On Feb. 16, 2016, South Carolina introduced a 
concurrent resolution for Atomic Veterans Day 
July 16, 2016. 

The problem with this Resolution is that it misses 
the mark on helping these veterans and their 
families receive compensation they were denied 
and medical help their families need. 

This Resolution was a good idea, but please read 
the Resolution provided and understand that unless 
corrections have been made that it does not help the 
veteran and his or her family. 

To Declare July 16, 2016 as 

Atomic Veterans Day in Michigan 

Whereas, throughout the history of this great 
State and nation, brave Michigan men and women 
answering the call of duty and service, have 
defended our freedoms as members of the United 
States Armed Forces: 

and 

Whereas, more than two hundred thousand 
American service members, including Michigan, 
participated in aboveground nuclear tests between 
1945 and 1962, served with the United States 
military occupation forces in or around Hiroshima 
or Nagasaki; 

and 

Whereas, with the aid of American Service 
Members, the United States conducted the Trinity 
nuclear test, the world's first detonation of a nuclear 
device, in New Mexico on July 16, 1945, as a result 
of the Manhattan Project; 

and 

Whereas, all these atomic veterans were exposed 
to radiation during their military service and, due 
to that exposure, have developed other medical 
conditions or disabilities and not just cancer, and 
deserve compensation from the United States 
Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) for any and 
all medical conditions they developed while being 
participants in any of these testings; 

and 

Whereas, in 1996, the United States Congress 
repealed the Nuclear Radiation and Secrecy 
Agreements Act, thus freeing all atomic veterans 
to describe their military involvement in nuclear 
testing in order to file for VA benefits; 

and 

Whereas, all atomic veterans will be eligible for 
free medical care from the VA and compensation 
in the form of a partial or full service-connected 
Disability allowance, including payments to 
a surviving spouse or children under RECA 
Compensation Act;

Whereas, the National Association of Atomic 
Veterans were formed in 1979 to help atomic 
veterans obtain medical care and assistance; 
an atomic veteran does not have to belong to 
this organization to qualify for assistance or 
compensation;
